BRITAIN WITHDRAWS THE LAST | 


OF $3,750,000,000 U.S, LOAN 


Credit From America, Expected to 
Last 3 to 5 Years, Exhausted 
in 19% Months. 
WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
— Britain has exhausted its $3,- 
750,000,000 loan from the United 
States with a final $100,000,000 
draft, the Treasury disclosed to- 


day. 

Originally expected to last three 
to five years, the loan funds held 
out only 19% months. Britain 
checked them out at an average 
rate of nearly $200,000,000 a month. 
The last withdrawal was made 
Monday.

Standard appealed to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals but this 
court’s ruling was even more dis- 
favorable to the company, 
Standard took its claim to the 
Supreme Court. The Justice De- 
partment in its briefs, said the 
Government was satisfied with 
the Circuit Court’s ruling even 
though, in its opinion, it was far 
too generous to the company. 

It said that for example, it be- 
lieved the court erred: 

„1. In failing to hold the 
plaintiffs (Standard Oi] and 
subsidiaries) by reason of ac- 
tion on behalf of enemies were 
themselves enemies disqualified 
from recovery of any of the 
properties in suit. (And) 

“2. In failing to hold that the 
plaintiffs were so guilty of un- 
clean hands as to be disquali- 
fied from any recovery.” 

The brief made it clear however 
that it regarded Standard as an 

“enemy” only in a technical legis-

WASHINGTON, March 3 (UP)

The subcommittee has charged 
that Condon, director of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, is 
“one of the weakest links in our 
atomic security.” 

Dr. A. N. Richards, dean of the 
University of Pennsylvania med- 
ical school and president of the 
National Academy of Sciences, 
said, “The colleageus of Dr. Con- 
don in the National Academy of 
Sciences have the utmost confi- 
dence in his complete integrity 
and his loyalty. 

“A Terrible Pity.” 

“It is a terrible pity that men 
in the highest ranks of science 
and whose scientific capacity as 
well as whose integrity is vouched 
for by election to the National 
Academy of Sciences, which is 
an organization chartered by Con- 
gress to be advisory to the Gov- 
ernment, should be accused with- 
out opportunity of meeting their 
accusers. 


“If this sort of thing goes on, 
how are we to get scientists to fill 
places in which they are needed in 
government activities?“ 

Dr. H. C. Urey, wartime atomic 
bomb physicist now with the Unt 
versity of Chicago, declared, “I 
think Dr. Condon stated it pretty 
wall.

Dr. Henry D. Smyth, head of the 
Princeton University physics de- 
partment and author of the Smyth 
report on the atomic bomb, said, 
“I have known Dr. Condon for 25 
years and I believe him to be com- 
plentely loyal to the United States. 
Speaking on the basis of what I

REBUILDING OF CITY’S CORE 
HELD KEY TO HOUSING NEED 


| Joseph F. Holland Says Problem Can’t Be 


Solved by New Homes on Vacant 
Land in Fringe Areas. 


The housing problem cannot be 
solved by building new homes in 
vacant areas on the fringes of 
large cities, but the solution must 
include the rehabilitation and re- 
building of living quarters in the 
aged and blighted areas of the 
cities themselves, Joseph F. Hol- 
land, vice president of the Manu- 
facturers Bank & Trust Co., said 
today. — 

He spoke at the downtown Y.M. 
C. A. at a luncheon of the Citizens 
Council of Housing and Commu- 
nity Planning. 

“We must courageously face 
the fact that we must find a cure 
for the cancer of. cities,” Holland 
said. “To concentrate only on 
the edges of the cities implies an 
abandonment of the core of cities 
and accelerates a decay that has 
already gone too far. 

“There are some things to 
avoid in these programs just as 
there are things that have to be 
done. First, we must avoid any 
plan which would ruthlessly de- 
prive people of their present 
homes and property. This is the 
primary worry of persons living 
in blighted areas and they must 
be assured once and for all of 
two things—one, that they will 
not be summarily dispossessed 
and, two, that they will not be 
faced with the alternative of new 
housing for which they cannot 
pay.” 

South Broadway Plan. 

Holland described the rehabili- 
tation plan of the South Broad- 
way Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers Association. He said the plan 
is not a “slum clearance project” 
because the residents of the area 
maintain their homes, although 


where new buildings could be 
built. 

“Step by step the people in this 
section are being consulted be- 
cause it is their city and any 
plans, to be successful, must re- 
flect their will,” he said. “Within 
the next 10 days several thousand 
questionnaires will be distributed 
to determine attitudes and to in- 
vite suggestions. 


“The physical survey of land 
and buildings is only part of our 
earnest effort to insure that the 
final program to be undertaken is 
the best one that can be evolved. 
The happiness and health of the 
residents and the attractiveness 
and efficiency of the business in- 
stitutions constitute the goal we 
seek,” 

Methods of Financing. 


In discussing the financing of 
rehabilitation or slum clearance 
projects, Holland said bond issue 
funds or private investment cap- 
ital for a large scale development 
must. be supplemented with large 
first-mortgage capital provided by 
the big insurance companies. 

For smaller developments, he 
said, “equity capital” and mort- 
gage financing will be available 
in the area. : 

The speaker compared the situ- 
ation in the South Broadway area 
to the parable of the talents.

Contentions Attacked. 


Outlaw attacked the contentions 
in the examiners’ report that pos-

With the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad Co., the Santa Fe 
proposes to take over from the 
Gulf, Mobile & Ohio Railroad Co. 
the old Alton line between Mex- 
ico, Mo., and Kansas City. They 


would operate jointly over this 
line and over the Burlington line 
from Mexico to St. Louis. 

Principal opposition to the pro- 
posal has come from the Missouri 
Pacific, Cotton Belt and Frisco 
railroads, which have headquar- 
ters in St. Louis and serve the 
southwest. Their position, that 
Santa Fe would largely duplicate 
existing service, was set forth at 

a lengthy hearing in St. Louis in 
1946. That position was adopted 
by C. E. Boles, assistant director 
of finance for the commission, 
and Examiner A. G. Nye in their 
report against the application last 
November.

I made the call as 
planned and told the President, 
with a feeling of the keenest dis- 
appointment, that I had been over- 
exerting myself for some time and 
that I now found myself in such 
physical condition that I would 
have to resign. I said I was leav- 
ing my office within another day 
or two to go straight to bed, where 
I must remain for an indefinite

Hull Goes to Hospital. 

Three days later, on Oct. 2, my 
seventy-third birthday, I left the 
State Department a very ill man. 
I spent eighteen days at my apart- 
ment trying vainly to recover, dur- 
ing which time I carried on my 
work to some degree, and was 
then taken to the Naval Medical 
Center at Bethesda, Md., where I 
remained for about seven months, 
at times in a very grave condition. 

The terrific strain of nearly 
twelve years in the State Depart- 
ment—half again longer than any- 
one else in our history—during 
one of the most crucial periods 
in the life of our nation, had 
utterly exhaurted me. 

Soon after I arrived at the hos- 
pital, the President sent the White 
House physician, Vice Adm. Ross 
T. McIntyre, to reassure me about 
my condition and to convince me 
that I would recover sufficiently 
t e my duties within a rea- 
sonable time. Then the President 
visited me and spent an hour and 
a half during which he urged upon 
me the wisdom of not resigning. 
He assured me I could take some 
leave and after a reasonable pe- 
riod return to my office at the 
State Department. 

I did not hesitate but promptly 
declined to withhold my resigna- 
tion. I said it was next to taking 
my life to be compelled to resign, 
with the tremendous plans to 
which I had been giving my chief 
attention not yet adopted. But, 
I added, I had almost utterly ex- 
hausted my strength in undertak- 
ing to carry forward these gigan- 
tic efforts, and I had swung down 
to the lowest rung on the physical 
ladder. I said I could not possibly 
retain my office with its terrific 
responsibilities and at the same 
time make a recovery. 

F. D. R. Very Insistent. 


The President then urged very 
insistently that I not resign until 
the end of his present -term, Jan. 
20, 1945. 3 

I replied that personally I would 
be extremely glad to take this 
course, but I pointed out that if 
I did so critics would begin almost 
in no time to emphasize the tre- 
mendous responsibilities resting on 
me and the State Department and, 
while expressing sympathy for me 
in my illness, they would soon be- 
Sin to insist that the critical na- 
ture of conditions required a Sec- 
retary of State on close watch at 
the department, with the result 
that they would soon be criticizing 
the President. 

Mr. Roosevelt then asked that I 
not resign at least until after the 
election. To this I agreed. 

The President on Nov. 21 wrote 
me a splendid letter, which he be- 
gan by saying that my letter “has 
hit me between wind and water.”

messages. Their best-known con- 
tribution is their joint develop- 
ment of a method of applying 
an instrument known as a 
cathode ray oscillograph to the 
study of nerves. As a result of 
that. work, the oscillograph is 
now. a part of the standard ar- 
senal of nerve researchers 
throughout the world. 


Before 1920, when the Washing- 
ton University scientists began 
workipg on the idea, nobody had 
been able to find dut much about. 
the actions of nerves because the 
electrical impulses nerves carry, 
are so weak and of such short 
duration that it had been impos- 
sible to measure or record them 
with any accuracy. Some of the 
impulses last for as little as one 
thousandth of a second and have 
a strength of only a few thou- 
sandths of a volt, 
Impulses Magnified. 

Dr. Gasser and Dr. H. S. New- 
comer had solved the strength 
problem by constructing an ampli- 
fier which magnified the impulses 
about 100,000 times, but that alone 
was not enough. The duration of 
the impulses was so short that 
they had come and gone before 
the business parts of any of the 
recording devices then in use had 
had time to register. 

The reason for that failure, Dr. 
Erlanger and Dr. Gasser knew, 
was that the mass of the moving 
parts of the recording devices was 
so great that they couldn’t move 
fast enough to keep up with the 
impulses, Obviously, the research- 
ers had to find a recording de- 
vice, the moving part of which 


into light on a special screen at 
one end of the tube. 

Dr. Erlanger and Dr. Gasser 
reasoned that if they could hook 
up a nérve to a cathode ray tube 
in such a way that the electrical 
impulses carried by the nerve 
would deflect the electron beam, 
they could photograph the de- 
flection and figure out the length 
and strength of the impulses. 
With that information about the 
impulses at hand, they then 
could work backwards and fig- 
ure out the properties of the 
r nerves sending the impulses. 

An improvement in the tube was 
announced by J. B. Johnson of the 
Western Electric Co., in 1920, but 
it still was not sensitive enough 
to record the weak nerve currents. 
The Washington University scien- 
tists got around that problem by 
using the Gasser and Newcomer 
amplifier to magnify the impulses 
before sending them into-the tube. 
The result was the first version 
of the present-day physiological 
cathode ray oscillograph. 


Rube Goldberg Contraption. 


The machine was put together 
in 1921, and was set. up in a 
specially-constructed boratory 
in the basement of the medical 
school. For the next 10 years, one 
of their associates recalled re- 
cently, the scientists spent far 
more time improving the machine 
and trying to keep it working 
than they did in using it for 
medical research. 

Whenever anybody thought of 
an improvement, he simply added 
it to the machine, without tak- 
ing any of the old parts out. The

The recommendation is that 50,000 of Eu- 


rope’s homeless be admitted in the 12 months 


beginning July 1 and that 50,000 more be al- 
lowed to come in the second year. Senator Mc- 
Grath of the same committee favored 100,000 in 
the first year and Senator Cooper proposed 150,- 
000 in the two years. 

This falls far short of the terms of the Strat- 
ton bill which still collects cobwebs in the House 
Judiciary Committee. The Illinois Representa- 
tive-at-Large called for admission of 400,000 
DPs at a rate of 100,000 a year over four years. 

It would be foolish to suggest that admission 
of DPs under either the Stratton or Ferguson 
bills would solve the riddle of Palestine. No 
matter how many DPs come to the United 
States, there will be some who for historic or 
religious reasons will want to go to the land of 
their fathers. The issue of Palestine as a vital 
spot with reference to Arabian oil would remain. 

Even so, a plan for admission of several hun- 
dred thousand DPs to our shores, with the first 
arrivals coming soon, would have its beneficial 
Psychologically the tension would be 
eased on the side of the Arabs, whose chief op- 
position is to a great influx of Jews into Pales- 
tine.

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What Mr. Fairless Forgot 


When Benjamin Fairless of United States 
Steel told the Congressional Economic Commit- 
tee that the recent increage in the price of semi- 
finished steel “is too small to be inflationary,” 
he was ignoring the facts of life. 

The latest boost in price affects 11 per cent 
of the nation’s total finished-steel production. 
The increase, counting a boost in the price of 
made-to-order sizes and lengths, comes to about 
$6 a ton. The increase will add $40,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 a year to the cost of basic steel. 
When this has been pyramided by the people 
who make the finished products, it will come out 
to several times that big a boost. 

Furthermore, according to Business ‘Week, the 
steel industry has other increases in mind and is 
holding off only because of the unfavorable re- 
action tasthe boost already announced. 

Mr. Fairless says the example of the steel in- 
dustry should not encourage labor in its demand 
for a third round of wage increases. But when 
steel, already earning record profits, raises 
prices to increase its take still further, labor is 
naturally encouraged to disregard Bresident 
Truman’s pleas to hold the line. 

It is useless to argue whether labor leaders 
will use the steel price rise to justify wage de- 
mands. They already haye done so. 

Industry spokesmen say that the increase was 
necessary because the companies were losing 
money on semi-finished steel. This may be, but 
it is over-all profit that counts, and over-all

No doubt, Maury Hughes of Dallas, a friend 
of Attorney General Tom C. Clark, had a right 
to seek dismissal of a mail fraud indictment 
against four Capone gangsters so that they 
might be eligible for parole.

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For More and Better School Lunches 


The Board of Education is taking steps toward 
reducing the price of public school lunches next 
year, This would be done by dropping the rule 
requiring that the price of lunches cover the 
cost of administering the lunchroom system and 
the cost of equipment. Prices would pay only 
for the food and the cost of its preparation and 
serving. 

This is good as far as it goes, But it is un- 
fortunate that the board did not withdraw the 
recent increase in lunchroom prices effective 
immediately. A member of the board has stated 
that the lunchroom account at the beginning of 
this school year had a surplus of $70,000, which 
could have been used as leeway to avoid an in- 
crease in prices. 

The boost in prices reduced sharply the 
In some 
schools the decrease was as much as 50 per cent, 
and it undoubtedly fell on children who most 
needed a nourishing mid-day meal. 

Public health studies show, surprisingly, that 
lunches are a health aid not only to pupils from 
“poor” families but also to those of middle-class 
families. Too many middle-class children, ap- 
parently, subsist too much on soda, cokes and 
lollipops. 

While it is deliberating over lunchroom prices, 
the Board of Education ought to keep in mind 
an even greater problem—the fact that two- 
thirds of the public schools have no lunchrooms 
at all. The Board shows an inclination to fall 
back on the excuse that the public last year de- 
clined to vote the multi-million-dollar school 
construction program. Ideal lunchroom space 
may be lacking, but in some schools there. is 
space which could be used for the purpose. 

Too many of the city’s school children now 
depend on restaurants or the soda counter at 
corner drugstores. This is rank discrimination. 
It ought to be remedied with all possible speed.

The United Nations had a big day last week, a 
session so perfect that it might have been given 
bigger headlines. Unanimity was achieved on 
every point that was raised.

The American delegate began a speech by say- 
ing: “I think it is time the United States stopped 
trying to be the big cheese.” 

The British delegate declared that food sup- 
plies should be distributed without discrimina- 
tion, adding that “countries which do not get 
along should give to the very countries they dis- 
agree with so they can promote friendship.”

Lack of badly needed bedside nursing can be traced to specializa- 
tion in the operating room, laboratory, airplane, etc., says hospital 
of executive; educational standards have been set too high; one- 
year course in practical nursing held to be justified by experience.

Sickness is a humiliating experience for 
The need for being ba- 
bied during illness often influences the 
struggle for survival which dominates the 
patient’s will to-recovery. In spite of the 
glamour exhibited by wartime pobters no one 
who can still take care of himself wants 
to be nursed by anyone. When you are 
told that a nurse is on the case you know 
that the patient is helplessly sick. 


The nurse is seldom a luxury at the bed- 
side. At her best she is a necessity, and 
that is why we want enough of them to go 
around when the need is genuine. In fact, 
we ought to have a surplus and should be 
willing to pay for it through some form of 
unemployment insurance, It would be dif- 
ficult to find a profession that is more 
worthy of the benefits of social security 
than nursing. 


“Hyphenated Citizens” 


It is important to keep such basic facts 
in mind and, in considering the need, lay 
aside those extra-bedside activities of the 
nursing profession which specialization and 
the division of labor have brought into be- 
ing in recent decades. Since these activi- 
ties are not directly related to the bedside; 
their contribution to the sick is indirect. 


The nurse-technician working ain the labo- 
ratories and the nurse-anesthetist working 
in the operating rooms are but two exam- 
ples. They are technicians and anesthetists 
who, having been educated in bedside nurs- 
ing; and in the basic sciences which still 


play a major role in preparation for such 


nursing, have found that their talents could 
be used to better advantage in a more in- 
viting specialty, one in which sick-room 
knowledge is an advantage though not nec- 
essarily a prerequisite. 

In retaining the homely title of nurse 
they become hyphenated citizens with full 
responsibility to the laboratory and op- 
erating room and without any responsibil- 
ity at all to the bedside. 


Figures That Deceive 


Yet when we are told by the statisticians 
in the ‘nursing profession that we have 


been graduating more fiurses than ever be- 


fore, many of us mislead ourselves into be- 
lieving that they are talking about bedside 
nurses when, in reality, they mean an over- 
all number which has been grouped indie 
criminately under the alluring title of nurse. 

These are only two examples. There are 
others. Public health nursing, which is 
preventive in character, and airplane serv- 
ice, which prefers nursing as a prerequisite 
(presumably because the passenger might 
get air-sick), might be added. Industrial 
nursing, reception and secretarial work, 
teaching and executive positions in hospi- 


* tals and nursing schools, must be added to 


the total—and then as promptly subtracted 
so that we can more accurately measure 
the supply to see whether it meets the 
needs of the bedside. 

We have found in recent years that extra- 


bedside “nursing” like this can take care of 
itself, being obviously more attractive in 
many ways to the qualified nurse. We have 
also learned, however, that the shortage of 


nurses at the bedside is a menace of the 


first rank to life and limb and must there- 
fore have a priority on our educational 
planning. For once in medical life we have 
permitted the non-urgent to take prece- 
dence over the urgent and have distributed 
our bounty to the disadvantage of the 
patient, 

If we have been producing more grad- 
uate nurses than ever, what does it profit 
the sick mah if many of them have moved 
away from him to the specialties which are 
located on the periphery of nursing? After 
a certain point is passed, the more profes- 
sional and the more educated the nurse the 
less desirable she becomes at the bedside. 
We now have before us the paradox of 
nurses who are too good for bedside nursing,

There is no blirfking the matter. In our 
desire for nothing but the best to give to 
our patients, we have educated a group of 
women, many of whom, find themselves 
eligible for, and naturally responsive to, 
those new nursing specialties which now 
beckon them away from the bedside. 


Someone said of the nurse what no one 
can say of the doctor—and it is important 
to note the difference, since nursing does 
not belong among the learned professions 
—“she may be a dunce in chemistry, but 
she is an angel at the bedside.” Once this 
human fact is grasped we shall be in a po- 
sition to tap a huge reservoir of available 
student-material. This will, however, re- 
quire either the revision of the three-year 
curricula of our schools of nursing which 
are now based on a minimum of a high

A chart of the National Educational As- 
sociatiop shows the average expenditure 
per pwhil in Mississippi is $25, while in 


New York it is $234, in Pennsylvania $122, 


in New Jersey $180 and in California $177. 

Making all allowances for the standards 
of living in different sections of the coun- 
try, the chart indicates that education in 
many of the Southern states is on the pov- 
erty level. 

This does not mean that Southerners are 
indifferent to education. They have in fact 
made the greatest efforts in recent years to 


increase the amount of money appropri- 
ated for schools. Southern cities and rural 
communities are too poor to give their 
children the kind of education which the 
rest of the country can afford. 

Federal aid to education meets with ob- 
jections, but it is the only alternative to 
a continuance of deplorable conditions in 
the schools of the poorer states. An Amer- 
ican child born in Mississippi has the same 


right as a child born in the North to a 


decent education.

The danger is as acute as after 
me other Czechoslovak disaster of 
10 years ago.

traption which had 57 different 
varieties of switches and such 
novel accessories as ivory piano 
keys.

Adding to the general hodge- 
podge in the room were some 
small tin roofs over the equip- 
ment, put up because absent- 
minded chemists upstairs occa- 
sionally left faucets running. The 
resulting overflow drenched the 
equipment. until the shields were 
erected to protect it from cascad- 
ing water. An additional hazard 
was the racket caused by Dr. E. S.

Withal, Dr. Erlanger and his 
associates have found out a 
large number of things about 
nerves with oscillographs, in- 
— the fact that large nerve 

transmit impulses more 

— than smaller ones. Since 
the larger fibers generally carry 
the most important messages, 
that arrangement permits the 
brain to receive and act on the 
urgent messages more quickly 
— on those of less immediate 
m 


In addition, Dr. Erlanger has 
amassed a lot of evidence which 
he believes indicates that impulses 
in nerves are transmitted prin- 
cipally by electrical rather than 
by chemical means. An argument 
over that point is still going on 
among scientists. The transmis- 
sion process, he thinks, is accom- 
plished by successive activation 
of short sections of a nerve fiber. 
Many fibers are protected by an 
insulating material, except at 
regularly-spaced points called 
nodes. Dr. Erlanger thinks the 
fibers receive their original stim- 
uli at those_noder. 

For time the 30's, re- 
searchers in nerve physiology 
were spread out all over the med- 
ical school. Among the, scientists 
who have worked in the field 
here and have made important 
contributions to the subject are: 
Dr. George H. Bishop, now pro- 
fessor of biophysics at Washing- 
ton University; Dr. Peter Hein- 
becker, now a professor of sur- 
gery; Dr. Helen Tredway Gra- 
ham, associate professor of phar- 
macology; Dr. James L. O'Leary, 
associate professor of anatomy; 
Dr. Edgar A. Blair and Dr. Hu- 


bert B. Peugnet, former assistant 


professors of physiology, and Dr. 
Francis O. Schmitt, former pro- 
fessor of zoology at Washington 
University and now head of the 
department of biology at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

The scientists working in the 
field used to get together for 
lunch in the physiology depart- 
ment three times a week in order 
to discuss their work. The dis- 
cussions at those lunches, which 
became known as “coffee confer- 
ences,” ranged from poetry and 
religion to speeds of impulse 
transmission.

RECORD BUDGET URGED 
FOR PRESBYTERIANS 


General Council of Northern 
Church Takes Up Proposal 
for Next Year’s Expenditure. 


A budget of about $18,000,000, 
the largest ever proposed, was rec- 
ommended for next year’s opera- 
tion of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America 
(northern) at a session of its Gen- 
eral Council yesterday at the 
Sheraton Hotel. 

The Rev. Dr. William B. Pugh 
of Philadelphia, Pa., secretary of 
the council, said today the group 
would consider further the budget 
recommendation before closing its 
meeting today. The 1948 budget, 
adopted last May, is $17,444,000. 
Area conferences on raising this 
year’s sum will be held here to- 
morrow. 

Dr. Pugh said the 1948 budget, 
double the figure for last year and 
the largest in the church’s history, 
was necessitated by new projects 
of the church body. A _ three- 
year drive to raise $27,000,000 for 
rehabilitation work in countries 
devastated by war is $3,000,000 
short of that goal, it was reported 
yesterday. 
| The Rev. Dr. Paul Calvin 
Payne of Philadelphia, general 
‘secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Christian Education, 
anid yeaterday a committee on 
racial) and cultural relations 
would report on its progress next 
May at the church’s General As- 
sembly, to be held in Seattle, 
Wash.

McCabe’s Wartime Service. 


McCabe, a Republican, is presi- 
dent of the Scott Paper Co. of 
Chester, Pa. Since 1989 he has 
been chairman of the Philadelphia 
Federal Reserve Bank. He was 
nominated to fill the unexpired 
board term of the late Ronald 
Ransom of Atlanta. 

During the war McCabe served 
in various advisory capacities in 
Washington before assuming the 
war surplus sales post. For this 
he was awarded the medal of 
merit.

Another Testifies 3 Men 


WOMAN LEFT CITY. 


BUT U. ‘GHOST 
VOTED HER NAME 


Tried to Question Her 


Recently but She Can’t 
Identify Them,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 3— 
A woman witness testified today 
in the vote fraud conspiracy trial 
in United States District Court 
growing out of frauds at the 1946 
primary here that three men vis- 
ited her two weeks ago to “ques- 
tion” her. 

The witness, Mrs. Addie May 
Gates, who had testified she had 
not voted although the records in- 
dicated she had cast a ballot, was 
unable to point out her three 
mysterious visitors in the court- 
room, when asked by Ben Brooks, 
special assistant attormey general, 
if she could do so. 

Mrs. Anna May Orphin, now of 
Urbana, III., testified she had 
moved from this city prior to the 
primary of Aug. 6, 1946, but iden- 
tified her vote registration which 
was stamped to show she had 
voted in the primary, 

Their testimony constituted 
part of the Government's evidence 
that “ghost” voters were em- 
ployed in the primary. The 10 
defendantsrinclude Henry McKis- 
sick, veteran Democratic machine 


boss of the Second Ward and 
George R. Clark, Jackson county 
assessor, McKissick previously 
was acquitted of — — to 
influence a woman member of a 
federal grand jury which was in- 
vestigating his political activities. 

Five witnesses testified late 
yesterday that they did not vote 
in the primary although the rec- 
ords of the Kansas City Board of 
Election Commissioners indicat- 
ed that they had cast their bal- 
lots. It is the Government’s con- 
tention that persons were hired to 
impersonate voters in eight Sec- 
ond Ward precincts. 

Those denying that they had 
voted were Melvin Byrd, now of 
Higginsville, Mo.; Mrs. Bonnie 
Greenfield Peterson, now of 
Brookfield, Mo., and Mr. and Mrs. 
James Douglas and Will H. Har- 
ris, all residents of the Second 
Ward here. 

Another Government witness, 
Michael Bonadonna, of Des 
Moines, Ia., teatiifed that he did 
not recall whether he had voted at 
the August (1946) primary. He 
was a resident of this city then. 

The hotly contested primary 
witnessed the defeat of Congress- 
man Roger C. Slaughter, who was 
seeking renomination, by Enos A. 
Axtell, the hand-picked candidate 
of President Truman, who was 
backed by Democratic machine 
factions here. 

Preliminary witnesses included 
Ira McCarty, a reporter for the 
Kansas City Star, who described 
in detail that newspaper's investi- 
gation of the conduct of the pri- 
mary. He identified some of the 
records of the investigation which 
were introduced as evidence and 
said that the investigators includ- 
ed college students, some lawyers 
and a former special agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Two of the former investigators, 
he testified, now are assistant 


He quoted this committee as 


saying: “With all the bargaining 
power which the committee con- 
ceives was ours at the cessation of 
hostilities, the committee is disap- 
pointed that we stand to realize so 
little on the value of our surplus 
property abroad.” : 
“Apparently Found Wanting.”

We wish 
for you a speedy recovery in order 
that all of us may have the bene- 
fit of association with you again.” 

I should state at this point that 
I was not consulted by the Presi- 
dent or anyone else on policy is- 
sues prior to or during the Yalta 
Conference. The President visited 
me at the hospital just before de- 
parting for Yalta, but he did not 
take up with me any of the topics 
he expected to discuss with Stalin 
and Churchill or the decisions he 
might make. Nor was I informed 
beforehand of the purposes of this 
Government at any other impor- 
tant conference subsequently, with 
the exception of that at San 
Francisco. 

Two months after the Yalta | 
Conference I was stunned on 


April 12 by President Roose- | 


velt's sudden death. He had 
come to see me the day before 
leaving for Hyde Park and then 


for Warm Springs, Georgia, 


where he died a few days later. 


On the occasion of his visit 
I admonished him about his 
health, saying he should take 
more rest. He sald he was leav- 
ing the following day for this 
purpose. 

President Roosevelt, in my 
opinion, was the greatest social 
reformer in our modern history, 
even though many persons 
might disagree with certain of 
his reforms, As Commander-in- 
Chief, his achievements were 
outstanding among those of oth- 
er commanders-in-chief, In my 
opinion, he had no contemporary 
rival in political skill. 

As long as I knew him he was 
always an earnest follower of 
individual liberty, freedom, and 
other basic rights and privilegés 
necessary for the welfare of the 
private ci€@izen. These included 
the ideals of justice, law, and 
order. He was a strong and con- 
sistent, and oftentimes an ex- 
treme liberal in his views. 

The steps he took in the milli- 
tary field which led straight 
toward victory meant everything 
to us in the diplomatic field by 
giving to the force of our diplo- 
macy the indispensable backing 
of military success,

| HE greatest Senate debate since 1830 
was precipitated by California's re- 
quest to enter the Union as a free-soil 

state. To the South this seemed to be 
the most dangerous attack on slavery since 
the Missouri Compromise. The Northern 
Free Soilers, both Democrats and Con- 
science Whigs, were again demanding that 
the Wilmot Proviso be passed, If this were 
done, said the Southerners, their states 
would band together and resist its enforce- 
ment “to any extremity.” 

On the morning of Feb. 5, 1850, the 72 
year-old Clay walked up the Capithi steps 
to offer his fast compromise. “Will you 
lend me your arm?” he asked a friend. 
“I feel myself quite weak and exhausted 
this morning.” But when he began to speak 
hig old-time fire and charm were strong 
as ever. 

Let California enter as a free state, 
he argued, since her people had already 
made this choice. Let two more future 
states, New Mexico and Utah, be formed 
into territories without any restrictions as 
to slavery, Let the slave trade (but not 
slaveholding) be abolished in the District 
of Columbia, as the abolitionists had long 
demanded. And, let the North agree to 
enforce a drastic new fugitive slave act, to 
return all runaway slaves to their owners. 

This was the Compromise of 1850: A 
middle-of-the road solution which would 
at least hold the Union together for a 
while. Calhoun attacked it bitterly; Web- 
ster supported it in a sensational speech 
which was widely denounced in the North.

John C. Calhoun of South Carolina wrote 
one last speech to oppose Clay’s California 
Compromise and on March 4, 1850, sat in 
an armchair on the Senate floor while 
Mason of Virginia read it. Calhoun had 
lost interest in compromises, He was con- 


HE Fugitive Slave Act of 1850 rubbed 
the unsavory aspects of slavery into 
Northern nostrils in a very vigorous 
way. An alleged runaway could be seized 
and shackled wherever found, could not 
have a trial by jury, could not testify 
or summon witnesses for himself, and 
could be shipped South to his master no 
matter how long he had been free. James 
Hamlet, a peaceable resident of New York 
City, was the first to feel the law’s effect. 
He was taken at his work by a federal 
officer and sent to Baltimore in irons. 
In 1850 there were at least 20,000 Negroes 
in the North who had escaped through an 
abolitionist network known as the “Under- 
ground Railroad.” These people now 
started a wild stampede for Canada, and 
many Northerners did all they could to 
help them, and to block the enforcement 
of the law. “This filthy enactment,” wrote 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, “was made in the 
nineteenth century, by people who could 
read and write. I will not obey it, by God!” 
In June, 1851, the National Era of Wash- 
ington, D. C., began publishing a 36- 
part serial story called “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin; or, Life Among the Lowly,” by Mrs. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, No American novel 
ever had such far-reaching — effects. 


It penetrated the walls of Congress,” wrote 
a contemporary, “and made the politicians 
tremble, J: atartled statesmen, who scented 
danger near.“ Senator William H. Seward 
of New York urged his Soutbern colleagues 
to read it and learn the error of their 
ways. But Southern critics thought the 
book was a “criminal prostitution of the 
high functions of the imagination.” Its 
author, they said, “must be either very 
bad or a very fanatical person.” 

Yet as propaganda “Uncle Tom's Cabin” 
was not all one-sided. Early scenes in the 
story depicted Colonel Shelby and Augus- 
tine St. Clare as kind-hearted Southern 
gentlemen who took good care of their 
slaves. But it was Simon Legree, with 
his whips and bloodhounds, who made 
the most lasting impression. When he 
stalked, black-mustached and villainous, 
across a thousand theater stages of the 
North, he became the very personification 


ot the Fugitive Slave Act and all its hated 


results. 

The martyrdom of gentle Uncle Tom, the 
sad death of little Eva, and Eliza's dash 
for life across the ice, with baying blood- 
hounds close behind her, became fixed in 
millions of Northern minds ag true pic- 


tures of life in the slave-holding South. 


Perry Opens Japan 


Japanese soldiers at Yokohama had expensive saddles but were 
armed with old-fashioned matchlock rifles and spears. 


N 1852 Commodore Matthew Calbraith (“Old Bruin”) Perry 
sailed with a squadron of United States warships on a tick- 
lish mission to Japan. The Japanese had opened their cotn- 
try for a while in the sixteenth century, but they were so 
annoyed by foreign missionaries and cheated by foreign traders 
that they slammed the door again. Perrys delicate job was to 
pry it open without starting a war. “ ' 
His four; steam-propelled men-of-war entered Yedo Bay 
July 8, 1853, belching black smoke as they moved steadily 


against a strong head wind, The local officials ordered Perry 


to get out of the bay, but he put up a stiff diplomatic front 
and disobeyed. He announced he was carrying a letter from 
President Millard Fillmore to the Emperor, and that the United 
States would be insulted if the letter was not received. A Japa- 
nese dignitary finally accepted it, and Perry sailed away, leav- 


‘ing word he would be back the next year for an answer, 


He returned in February, 1854, this time with seven power- 
fully armed “Black Ships.” Meanwhile, the Japanese had tom- 
pletely reversed their policy, They greeted Perry warmly, 
agreed to sign a trade treaty, and happily accepted such gifts 


* as a telegraph instrument and a miniature American locomotive 


which traveled along the shore at 20 miles an hour.

So they write stuff 
that is relatively unintelligible, or 
they put us to sleep with their 
dull sermons and dry lectures. 

A sleeping audience is an in- 
dictment of the speaker! And a 
muddled reader may likewise be 
regarded ag a sign of faulty liter- 
ary composition on the part of 
the author. 

There may be occasional excep- 
tions to the rule, but don’t salve 
your vanity with this sop. Teach- 
ers and preachers should keep 
their audiences awake and put 
their ideas across, or else stop 
lecturing and writing muddled 
books:

WHAT’S THE ORIGIN? 
UESTION: Could you tell us 
the origin of the term bull- 
dozer?—MceD. M. 

Answer: Bulldozer is strictly an 
Americanism, The earliest refer- 
ence I have found is the 1870's 
when the name bulldozers was 
applied to Louisiana vigilantes 
who made a practice of cowhiding 
Negroes. to prevent them from 
voting. 

But at first the word was spelled 
with an “s” Instead of 2“ — 
bulldoser. Later, to bulldose or 
bulldoze came to mean “to intimi- | 
date by a show or threat of force.“ 
In 1880, C. W. Berry, in Other 
Side,“ wrote: They pull him out 
of bed with a revolver to his head im 
and force him to open his oon 
safe. „That's called ‘bulldosing’ 4 


The “Saturday Review” of July @ 
9, 1881, explained that, “A Cali- @ 
fornian buyl)-dosér is a pistol that 
carries a bullet heavy enough to | 
destroy human life with cer- 
tainty.” — 

Soon the spelling with z“ be- 
came customary in bulldoze, bull- 
dozing, bulldozer. And to bulldoze 
lost its earlier meanings and came 
to designate the act of forcing or 
compelling by intimidation. 

From this meaning the machine 
for pushing earth took the name 
bulldozer—it forces ahead, com- 
—— every obstacle to give way 

efore it. |

word originate? The dictionaries | 
usually say “origin unknown.”

A GROUP the other day made 
the statement that there were still 
people in the world being used 
under forced-labor conditions. 
That, of course, was true in many 
countries as long as there were 
prisoners of war, but I supposed 
that by now all prisoners of war 
had been returned or were in the 
process of being returned to their 
native countries, so that any 
forced labor anywhere would be of 
minor proportions.. 

If foreign correspondents had 
free access to all countries today, 
such an accusation could be very 
quickly answered. I hope that, 
after the March meeting of the 
United Nations Freedom of In- 
formation Conference, we will see 
the beginnings of a code which 
would insure better standards 
among the newspapers themselves 
in every country and a greater 
flow of information among all 
countries.
